There were 
two ships in hig company, but dur- 
Ing the winter he was forced to 
spend at Churchill, all but Munck 
and tivo sailors perished. When 
the ice cleared In 1620—the same 
year tha Pilgrims Ianded on Ply- 
mouth Rock—the three of them 
salled back to Europe, leaving at 
Churchill as evidence of their visit 
a brass cannon, stamped with the 
Danish royal mark. In 1031, more 
than 300 years later, a cairn, built 
of bench stones, was erected to 
Munck's honor in Battery park,
